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Sir: 

This responds to the Restriction and Election of Species Requirement, dated January 8, 
2008. In response to the Restriction Requirement, Applicants elect Group IX (claim 10) for 
examination. This election is made without traverse . 

In addition, if any one of Groups IV to XLII is elected, the Examiner further requires that 
Applicants elect 1) one of the diseases recited in Groups IV to XLII, and 2) one G-protein 
coupled receptor (GPCR) protein as it relates to the disease elected in item (1) i.e., elect SEQ ID 
N0:1, 6, or 8. The Examiner states that this further restriction should not be construed as an 
election of species because Groups IV-XLII are drawn to evaluating or treating a plurality of 
diseases with different etiologies. The Examiner asserts that because no common structural or 
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functional properties are shown to be shared by the diseases, each of the different diseases 
encompassed by the claims is an independent and distinct invention. 

In response to the Examiner's further requirement, Applicants elect "overactive bladder- 
induced poUakiuria" for the disease, and "SEQ ID N0:1 (human derived GPR39)" for the G- 
protein coupled receptor protein, without traverse . Claims 1-4, 8-1 1, 17, 19, 21, 23, 25, 27, 31, 
35, and 39 read thereon. 

The Examiner believes there are no generic claims. 

Applicants submit that if any of the generic claims is found to be allowable, claims 
dependent therefrom should similarly be considered allowable in the same application. 

Applicants reserve the right to file a Divisional Application directed to non-elected 
subject matter and/or request rejoinder of non-elected claims.
